Stuart Reid, of Chicago, Sent Here To 
Straighten Out Tangle, Nearing 
Close of His Investigation. 


Stuart Reid, of Chicago, who Is here 
at tho Instance of President Oompers. 
of the American Federation of Labor, for 
the purpose of adjusting differences that 
have arisen in Louisville labor circles, 
will give a decision Sunday morning that 
probably will settle the trouble and re¬ 
sult in a reunion cif sll local labor organ¬ 
isations. Mr. Reid has been heating evi¬ 
dence on the various phases of the con¬ 
troversy since doming here ten days ago 
He said last night that the only point 
he finds to adjudicate Is whether or not 
the officers now nt the head of the fed¬ 
eration are competent and whether or not 
they are dealing fairly with all local 
unions. 

•‘The unions which withdrew from tho 
central body some months afro/* said Mr 
Reid, ‘'charge that trickery and unfair¬ 
ness have been resorted to in the con¬ 
duct of the federation and that It has 
been used for political ends It is tny duty 
here to try the case out and find if these 
charges are true. I cannot now say 
what my decision will be, but will gnv 
I shall decide without fear or favor I 
have been hearing evidence for the past 
three days on tho point of the legality 
of the expulsion of delegate from the 
federation, end may find that the dele¬ 
gatee were Illegally expelled, or suspend¬ 
ed. However. I am not yet ready to say. 
Before I leave T-oulsville there will be a 
full settlement" 

Mr Held said last night Chat the com¬ 
mittee* are working jointly toward an 
amicable adjustment and he sees no rea¬ 
son why all differences may not be set¬ 
tled and peace restored.

Urges More Privileges For 
Home Telephone Co. 


Relief from the yoke of excessive 
charges for telephone service In Louis¬ 
ville can only be obtained through a de¬ 
termination on the part of subscriber* 
to discontinue tho service of the Cumber¬ 
land Telephone Company, as individuals, 
and by grunting the Home Telephone 
Company the privilege of extending Its 
service and advancing its rates to a $S/<0 
maximum basis, according to tho.citlxei>*' 
committee of twenty-five men who was 
appointed to solve the telephone problem 
at a public meeting held under the aus¬ 
pices of the Louisville Commercial Club 
at the Galt House in February. In Its 
report, compiled by A. Y. Ford and made 
public yesterday, the committee took tho 
stand that the rate* charged by the Cum¬ 
berland people are excessive utul that 
those charged by the Home company are 
insufficient to warrant an extension of 
service to accommodate increased bus¬ 
iness and produce a fair proht on the 
company’s investment In this community. 
On the ground that the report exceeded 
the authority vested in the committee 
by a resolution adopted at the public 
meeting. M. B. Bowden voted against Us 
adoption at a meeting held yesterday at 
noon in the directors* room of the Com¬ 
mercial Bank and Trust Company. It 
was called the night before, when Mr. 
Ford was appointed to draft an address 
to the public, covering the work of the 
committee since It sprang into existence. 
• • • 

Those Who Indorsed Report. 


Mayor James F. Grlnsteod did not agree 
altogether with the report made by Die 
committee when asked for his opinion 
yesterday afternoon. He believes that 
the Home Telephone Company should not 
be allowed to advance Its rates. He said: 

“I have read the report carefully, and 
the statements and arguments advanced 
do not alter my decision In this matter 
In the slightest particular. So far as 
1 am concerned 1 will not agree to any 
proposition allowing the Home Telephone 
Company to Increase Its rates In abroga¬ 
tion of a city contract. 

• In the first place. It may be stated 
that the men upon whom rests the re¬ 
sponsibility for allowing the Home Tele¬ 
phone Company to Increase Its rates In 
abrogation of the contract with the city 
are the men elected to office by the peo¬ 
ple. An individual gentlemen or gentle¬ 
men who feel that the Home company 
ought to be allowed to Increase Its rates 
are free to pay more to the Home com¬ 
pany than the ordinance allows. 

’’But the proposition Is by act of the 
General Council to rompel the thousands 
of subscribers of the Home Telephone 
Company, who are not stockholders, un¬ 
willingly to pay more for Home tele¬ 
phones. and this In the face of the fact 
that the Home Telephone Company se¬ 
cured it* franchise only after solemnly 
promising to maintain tta present rates 
without any Increase. 

"From my part of the responsibility In 
this matter I will not shirk, nor do I be¬ 
lieve the General Council will desire to 
shirk. No committee of citlxens, however 
disinterested or intelligent, can supersede 
the chosen officers of the people or re¬ 
move from those officers any responsibil¬ 
ity In this matter. ^ 

"The Home Telephone Company at the 
time it secure a franchise gave away tta 
stock free. The men who own the stock 
want the city to release the Home Tele¬ 
phone Company from Its contract In or¬ 
der that dividends may be paid upon this 
stock, once given away free. To this the 
Srnerol Council should not consent.’*

ordinance A* an Illustration of the ef¬ 
fect of this, you know that the General 
Council has lately passed an ordinance, 
commonly known us the $5.50 rate ordi¬ 
nance. which fixe* the same rates which 
your committee has recommended; and 
tho Louisville Home Telephone company 
recognises that If it secures the franchise 
which Is now in UtUpUlon. and which It 
hc*pe* to secure, and which fixes certain 
maximum rates. It will nevertheless be 
bound by this |5 M rate ordinance. *o 
long as conditions are such that the rates 
therein fixed are r«*UK>nablo. and I* will¬ 
ing to agree In advance that It will accept 
them as reasonable, as said before, for 
at least the period of three year* from 
this date- _

It Is said, every im¬ 
portant Independent steel company In tb© 
country, except Jones A Laughlln. of 
Pittsburg, who are said not to be Inter¬ 
ested In the deal. Ovaries M Schwab, 
of thO Bethlehem Steel Company. Is s*«d

He waa desirous of returning to Munich 
to spend the night, but the wind Increas'd 
In violence, and It was impossible for him 
to do so. Count Zeppelin, however. In¬ 
tends to resume his voyage early to-mor¬ 
row morning and will make another at¬ 
tempt to land at Munich.

The Race of Armaments. 

In the course of the debate In the 
House of Commons on Monday which 
resulted in a vote of confidence by the 
usual satisfactory majority. Sir George 
Grey. Foreign Secretary, made several 
remarkable and significant statements. 
Speaking studiously as a nonpartisan 
he Informed the House that In addi¬ 
tion to thlrty-threo Dreadnaughts. 
Germany was building many supple¬ 
mentary ships, and that such a pro¬ 
gramme meant that Great Britain must 
build an entirely new fleet, more cost¬ 
ly and on a scale more extensive than 
the world had ever seen. It would take 
time, he said, and was only a question 
q( time and of money, complicated, 
however, by the consideration that tho 
type of battleships was a fluctuating 
one and existing Dreadnaughts might 
bo obsolete in a few years. Then he 
added: 

‘There were two extreme things which 
would produce a conflict. One was an 
attempt on our pari to isolate Germany. 
The other was an attempt by any grant 
Continental power to dominate the policy 
of the Continent. Between these two ex¬ 
tremes of Isolation and domination there 
was a wide space. In which the two na¬ 
tions could walk in a perfectly friendly 
way. There was as little reason to ap¬ 
prehend that Germany would attempt to 
isolate us as that we should attempt to 
Isolate Germany. The naval matter had 
been under discussion informally and our 
v|#w was that our expenditures must be 
dependent on Germany’s, though Ger¬ 
many's were not dependent on ours. It 
Yas essential that we should not fall into 
a position of Inferiority.** 

The crux of the whole question lies 
In this, that, white to Brttatn Its navy 
la a question of life and death, as Is Its 
•rmy to Germany, the German navy !s 
of only secondary Importance. Why, 
then, this unwillingness to Join Great 
Britain In an agreement to cheek the 
ruinous expenditures? Snys Chancel¬ 
lor von Buelow: / 

**Bo long as a political basis U lacking 
the Oov*rmn*mt would adhere to the view 
that success Is unlikely to follow any 
negotiations limiting naval construction, 
whether the negotiation* are between two 
or more Powers. This attitude is deter¬ 
mined by motives of peace and humani¬ 
ty and completely harmonised wKh the 
pacific tendency of the German polio* for 
decades past. Therefore, if Germany 
maintained reserve It was not due to dis¬ 
courtesy or unfriendliness to nnoit>e r 
Power Moreover. Germany therein avail- 
•d herself of her indisputable right not 
to discuss matters of Internal Interest 
with foreign nations.** 

There we have, side by side, the of¬ 
ficial statements of the responsible 
ministers of two nations. Bound togeth¬ 
er by every tie of consanguinity and 
commerce, they do not agree, they am 
In fact singularly suggestive of a com¬ 
ing day when Great Britain, In self- 
defense, will have to put the limita¬ 
tion of armaments to Germany as a 
proposition tho rejection of which can 
have none but a sinister meaning. 
8ooncr or later an Impasse will be 
reached, and the growing restlessness 
In Great Britain and In her colonies 
may precipitate It when least expected. 
For there can be IIUIq question that 
the Asquith administration Is doomed; 
the British confronted with foreign 
complications have generally preferred 
at such critical periods a ministry of 
the other party. Wars conducted un¬ 
der Liberal Cabinets are commonly 
conducted In a half-hearted fashion; as 
they phrase It over there, they are mud¬ 
dled through. The conviction grows 
that a fight cannot be avoided and that 
time make* for the other side. If that 
conviction finds expression at the polls 
war may not be far off. 

Oddly enough, the decision may rest 
with the Lords; they are for a more 
extravagant programme of preparation 
than Mr. Asquith, almost to a man. 


He Rights and She Rights. 

“Life.** whose mission it Is to shoot 
folly a* he files and to take the motley 
o' the time on the wing, as it were, has 
nevertheless a serious vein, and, in Its 
current Issue, discusses the suffragette* 
with reasoning candor. Tt does not 
s«v»m at all likely,** says our American 
Charivari, "that we shall soon have 
woman suffrage hereabouts, but out of 
the discussion of U we may get some¬ 
thing else: perhaps something better 
worth while. Not the least useful way 
Is to regard the demand for It as a 
symptom of political or economic dis¬ 
ease, and look for a cure of it. It hard¬ 
ly need* to be said that the desire of ti 
certain proportion of the women to vote 
Is & result of current social conditions. 
The occupations of women have 
changed considerably, even within 
twenty years, especially in the cities, 
and the altitude of men toward women 
has changed somewhat In consequence. 
The manners of the average man are 
none too good, neither ts he as attentive 
os he might be to the discharge of his 
duties.*' And, par example. ' Life** cites 
the following: 

In the Madison-avenue surface pay-as- 
you-enler car the other afternoon thr.s 
young men. In the course of seven block*, 
dropped into seats that were vacated, 
leaving women standing close beside 
them. Every sort of public conveyance 
that traverses New York ts Infested by 
men with half-smoked, fuming cigar* 
which they retain without regard to the 
annoyance they cause to the women and 
all other passengers." 

In great cities. Where long distances 
are to be traversed, there may be ex¬ 
cuse, If not pardon, for the man who, 
bound for a flve-mlte ride, does not 
bounce up and surrender his seat to a 
woman, who may be going five block*. 
It Is true that he keeps his seat with¬ 
out a qualm, and this Indicates a 
changed spirit as well as attitude of the 
men for the women In the centers of 
population, where the women are be¬ 
ginning to compete with men In so 
many fields of endeavor. Time was 
when, ir a man saw anotlyr man seated 
(n a street car whilst a single lady re¬ 
mained standing—supposing there had 
been any street cars In those days— 
trouble would have ensued; man No. 1, 
drawing his good claymore, and ob¬ 
serving to man No. 1. "Ho, caitiff! give 
up thy seat this Instant, or I run thee 
through!" That would be considered a 
trifle eccentric now. and. because the 
women Are grown so self-assertive and 
do not so need the protection of the 
n. 

Life" cites another Instance bearing 
upon suffrage; 

"The lady In Philadelphia who said that 
aha wan drifting toward suffrage and had 
bees almost converted to U by Ur. Lyman 
Abbott’s arguments oguinat It, protested 
that she w*#a drifting against her own 
wishes, and all hor earlier oonvlcttons. 
•But took.’ she said. *at the political cor¬ 
ruption of this town! I have hud to be 
concerned with It because 1 am very 
much Interested in charities and civic im¬ 
provement. When So-and-*o ran for office 
In thla ward last bill. I worked hard for 
Mm. He wna I found there wore 

a thousand men In this ward that would 
not vote. That made me want votes In 
municipal elections fur qualified wora»’n, 
for there were lots of women who wanted 
to vote In that election and wero fit to 
vote, and tbetr votes would have helped 
matters. " 

There Is an assumption here that, If 
women were given even the limited 
suffrage suggested, they would all vote 
as Intelligently ami os virtuously as tha 
lady quoted would heraolf have done. 
But Is that s well-founded rurmiae? 
Might not a Thousand women stay away 
from the polls—'specially after the 
wearing away of the novelty—like the 
thousand mon referred to? We may be 
quite sure that the foolish ami the bad 
women would all be at the polls In the 
event or a hot contest and a doubtful 
result. 

Noting that Col. George Harvey, of 
the North American Review, the most 
eminent male woman-suffragist now 
agitating, lately made a book about 
"Women," In which he recorded bla 
conviction "that the time has arrived 
when the welfare of the nation would 
be most effectually conserve by con¬ 
fining upon women the privilege of 
voting and bolding political office 
‘‘Life" continues; 

••Reviewing Col. Harvey's book. Henry 
Watters on take* Iwue with this opinion, 
declaring that universal man-suffrage is 
on established failure; that wl:h our 
moans of education no man should vote 
* ho cui not read, write, cipher and pay 
taxes on a hundred dollars* worth of 
property, and that 'every sane and single 
woman who has property to be taxed and 
Is not represented by a guardian agreed 
to by herseir should have a vote, But 
to woman-suffrage In the bulk, Murte 
Henry * heart dcea not go out. 

"As Morse Henry* puts the <.aoc, so It 
lcoks to us. We like the original design 
tiM he describe* It, and he deserve* it 
fairly. It Is somewhat out of gcar/Small 
matters like the department ot the thtee 
young men on the Mad Ison-avenue cur. 
and matter* of greater moment like th« 
thousand men who would not vote in *a 
single ward In Philadelphia, tnd the bun¬ 
dled* of thousands of wage-earning, self- 
supporting women in the country, attest 
that our men. for some reason or other, 
seem not to be equal to their natural 
Job Perhaps the fact that they take to 
therosrlvc* nim*-tenths of tho alcohol and 
ninety-nine hundredths of the tobacco and 
l»»avo to the women nine-tenths of the re- 
Itglon. ha* something to do with their 
relative Incapacity to do the work and 
provide the means* as designed In the 
scheme ot things that Marse Henry* ho© 
faithfully rehturssd. 

“The qualified women (If anybody or 
any taw can sort them out) ought to have 
votes In municipal matters, but tn uni¬ 
versal woman-suffrage we so© corudde*- 
able possibilities of mischief, and very 
small chances of Improvement. The great 
need is for the mqn to inks out a new 
consecration; give ov#r doping themsWvr* 
so much with rum and tobsvco, amend 
their mannets somewhat, and make & 
bolder effort to act their true part in 
the world." 

The Courier-Journal stick* to lu 
original thesis. The male animal was 
created *fid equipped to fight the bat¬ 


tle*. do the work and provide the 
mean*; the female to make arid main¬ 
tain the home, to bear and to rear the 
children. The one function Is as Impor¬ 
tant a* the other; the equality of the 
svxr* Is absolute. The man has no 
natural rtght not possessed by the 
woman. But. the better to order tho 
essential and largely artificial arrange¬ 
ments of human society, certain allot¬ 
ments were Instituted, and these In the 
beginning were w^se and fair. If subse¬ 
quent custom; the physical weakness 
of the woman; the "cussedness" or 
selfishness of the man; the Inequalities 
of condition that gradually crept Into 
government, diverted them, subordinat¬ 
ing the woman, that was the fault of 
circumstances, not of the original de¬ 
sign. 


Jefferson County Roads. 

The tax levy Just fixed by the Fis¬ 
cal Court of Joffeyson county for this 
year provides for a sum of over $200,000 
for the roads, with about $18,000 In ad¬ 
dition for the bridges. Since most of 
the taxable property of Jefferson coun¬ 
ty Is within the limits of the city of 
Louisville, this means that tho greater 
part of the $2111.000 ur thnreobouts to 
be expended on highways outside of the 
city will come from tho city taxpayers. 

It 1* not every county that can com¬ 
mand such resources, for In no other 
county of the State Is there a city of 
some 250.000 Inhabitants. If the roads 
of Jefferaon county should ever be uni¬ 
formly superior to the roads of any 
other county the explanation will He 
In the good fortune of Jefferson In 
possessing so much taxable property— 
good fortune which It could not have 
controlled and the lack of which no 
other county can help. 

A very small proportion of Louis¬ 
ville'* population gets to use the roads 
for which Louisville’s money largely 
pays, since It Is the small minority that 
owns horses and automobiles. How¬ 
ever. Louisville derive* an Indirect ad¬ 
vantage In having roads of the first 
quality, for even when her own citizens 
are not using them her Immediate 
neighbor* are and what benefits them 
benefits her. Good roads In the county 
lmp^»ve the facilities for traveling to 
and from the city and, therefore, add 
to the ease and comfort of such a trip. 
They save the cost of hauling prgrtuce 
to and from the city. They add enor¬ 
mously to the real estate values of the 
country. In adding to the general 
values they increase, of course, tax¬ 
able value* and »o are productive of In¬ 
come for the county treasury. Also, as 
they lift the purchasing power of the 
country owners they add to the selling 
opportunities of the city merchants. 
What effect they have on prices 
charged city folk* for country wares 
would be a complex but Interesting 
problem for the mathematical econo¬ 
mist. 

Under all circumstances. Louisville 
Is deeply interested In maintaining a 
high standard In the public roads of 
Jefferson county. Financially she is 
concerned, for she wishes to see that 
the revenue to tvhlch she contributes 
so heavily Is wisely expended. Eco¬ 
nomically she Is concerned, for she 
wishes the expenditures to proddeo 
ample results. But. for that matter, al¬ 
though she pays more than other* she 
!s not more Interested than the farm¬ 
ers of the county, who pay according 
to tho assessed values of their prop¬ 
erty. All are desirous of seeing that 
funds appropriated for good roads and 
bridges go toward the maintenance of 
roads that are strictly good and bridges 
that are strictly safe and as strictly 
durable. That brings up the question 
of administration. 

Last summer, following a shocking 
automobile accident resulting from the 
neglect of some neighboring county au¬ 
thorities, a special commission was ap¬ 
pointed by County Judge Peter to In¬ 
spect carefully the bridges and culverts 
of Jefferson county as n preliminary 
step to the complete overhnAUng and 
reconstruction of those In nAd of at¬ 
tention. At once the action met with 
opposition In the Fiscal Court and the 
commission wns abolished. But the 
commission covered some of the ground 
before Its existence was so suddenly 
ended and It discovered a state of af¬ 
fairs calling for remedy. Some of the 
bridges were unsafe, some were decay¬ 
ing. others that appeared to be strong 
were not well built. The report sur¬ 
prised no one. It simply emphasized 
what a great many persons knew and 
confirmed what many others suspected. 
Since then some of the defects report¬ 
ed have been cured and. so. are not to 
be conaidered. The whole episode, 
however, was Instructive. It was in¬ 
structive to the three experts who 
formed the commission. It indicated 
that the present-system of administra¬ 
tion is not what it should be. 

In Its report tho commission recom¬ 
mended the appointment of an expert 
engineer to look after the construction 
of bridge*. Instead of Intrusting them 
to the Magistrates of the respective 
districts, some of whom know a good 
deal more about almost anything else 
than they do about bridge building. Th* 
trained engineer could devote his knowl¬ 
edge and experience to the task of con¬ 
structing bridges of the best typos and 
on enduring lines. He could substitute 
certainty for a sort of good (mentioned 
catch-as-can supervision from tho ac¬ 
cidental chief of the Job. His employ¬ 
ment should operate helpfully In two 
directions—U should Insure better 
bridges and economy. There Is never 
wisdom in poorly built structures of 
any sort. Sometimes they cost more l 
In original construction than the well 
built, and in the long run they assured¬ 
ly mean the loss of money through re¬ 
pairs, early dilapidation and recon¬ 
struction. 

Considering everything, Jefferson 
county ahou>"i ha<>e the best roads and 
bridges In \ State. Somo of her 
roads are ext ent, but they are not 
uniformly so. They are not. In some 
Instances, so good as roads of counties

It might be worth while to 
try the Idea suggested by the special 
road commission and engage an expert 
engineer, whose duty It would be to 
do the work, under the supervi¬ 
sion of the county authorities, syste¬ 
matically. expertly and economically, 
thus insuring better result* in the end 
and a saving of much money In the 
meantime.

H** often putd ft bank a bonus 
of from 2& to 30 i*-r cent, of the face 
of the note upon which the loan was ob¬ 
tained. In one instance he gave a banker 
a single bonus of $f«0,000. When I In¬ 
quired Into these bonuses and asked the 
bonks why they would accept them If 
they felt that the notes were sacured, 1 
received no answer."

«iu followed by much excitement among 
the passenger* The Impact of the blow 
from the other car, which wag moving at 
full at wed, throw Jolly buck among the 
men standing on the platform. 

The car was itoppad and Dr. Ewing 
Marshall was coiled. He worked with¬ 
out avail, ami by the time the car hul 
reached L street, near Blanford’s under¬ 
taking iwLabllahtncnt. Jolly wn* dead. 
Thu body was taken into Rianford’s place, 
where it was identified a short time later 
by fellow-boarders at the home of Ootrmd 
Day. where Jolly staved.

Jennings Is the mooter of the school. 
He gives about two lessons every day 
and every member of the Tiger family 
must be present. 

Jennings always lends. He Is not ac¬ 
tive In the game now. but he has not 
forgotten the art of sliding Into the begs 
find Jennings not been robbed of the 
power to throw with speed he would to¬ 
day be one of the best of American 
League base runners; a* it is he must be 
content with teaching others. 

Covering a t«eg, the manager t ml tales 
the A*diUr. ana. holding tih* ball ready to 
tog. a*kj* the Tigers to oome oil 
"L imbs and body up, land on your hip 
there!" shouts Jennings 
The runner slides Infusing one foot as 
a bag Ander. doubling the other limb un¬ 
der him. It all depending on which side 
of th* bog the baseman stands which foot 
will be used to touch the bog. 

There are different methods of sliding. 
There is but one purpose—to get where 
they can t g*t you. That is the l**aon. 

The first pr.nelple of tho leseon la to 
get a big lend off Aral, Th* Tigers are 
somewhat weak In the §l»c of the leads 
they get. but they are Improving. 

That a slow man who can get n Mg 
lead will steal more bases in baseball 
titan a speedy man who can't get as tug 
a load. Is a fact well recognized and that 
is why you will discover that tho b* !K 
baa* runner* In every league are not nec- 
eoaortly the fastest men. but more or¬ 
dinarily the rmti who lead off base* be.**. 

Take Ed DHobnnty, for InMano. Thnro 
Is a heavy nnm. still a corking-good base 
runner. Atid l^e’s generally feared by tho 
infield 

You have probably heard of "Tommy" 
Daly. He w.ta in Brooklyn years ago. 
about the ttm* that l>onovnn was being 
nicknamed "Wild BUI" In that town and 
"Hughey" Jennings was th* idol of fan¬ 
dom. Well, Daiy wns on* of them 
Now. Duly was a heavy man. H* 
wvighed something Ilk* LhS pounds, and 
often th* scales would show him to be 
csurytng Av* pounds more than that. Bull 
he was on* of th* best base runners that 
the game has known. 

• • • 

Daly did th* greatest pl«c# of btfse run¬ 
ning that "Bill" Donovan has ever se*n 
attempted on a ball Aeld. It was during 
a game between Boston and Brooklya 
Daly reached first base by beating out a 
bunt which he laid Just irurde of third- 
base im*. "BIU*’ DoJilm came to bat and 
smashed a a.ngle to Hamilton, who wss 
playing center held for Boston. It wo* 
a hit-and-run play and in his anxiety to 
prevent Daly from going to third Hamil¬ 
ton momentarily fumbled the ball 
However. Daly did not stop at third. 
He rounded the bag Ilk* a flash and 
sprinted for home. Hamilton threw to 
th* plate. Ball nnd runner got there at 
the same time and "Bob” Emsllc, who 
wns umpiring, called Daly out. 

If there was ever a near-rlot on a ball 
field one was enacted here. The fnn- 
started to mob Email* He was called 
all names that could b* applied to anv- 
onc. They clamored to get at the auto¬ 
crat of the field and they cried for Im¬ 
mediate juitlce. Daly’s wonderful per¬

He 
had fair speed, but as a Judge of dis¬ 
tances he was keen. He made the beat 


of the speed he had and he used It aclcn- 
tiAcally. He used his mind as much 
os his legs, and he become great In that 
department that counts a whole lot m 
baseball. 

• • • 

Return to the American League and 
consider our own people. Com* right 
home and talk about th* Tigers. 

Last year, if you hapi*ened to ask most 
anv outsider who knows baseball to tell 
you who the best base runners on th* 
Detroit team were, he would tell yuu. 
"Ty Cobb and Herman Schaefer.” 

Ask them this year and you will hear 
this 

•'Wall, there’s Cobb, ns fast as ever, 
and Schaefer Then there is also Bush 
and George Moriarty." 

The new Tigers hnv* doubled th* cham¬ 
pions’ strength on bases. Bush, the elu¬ 
sive and diminutive, and Moriarty, the 
speedy and crafty. 

Good judge, that Moriarty boy. He 
petrified a pitcher here- th* other day by 
sprinting home while th* twlrler was 
getting ready to wind up. and he beat the 
ball to the plate at that. 

Then Bush. Little bit of a fellow that 
he Is, he can slide He Is a hard man 
to tag. although he comes far from hav¬ 
ing the acrobatlr twist, of limb* and trunk 
that brings Cobb to the bag. Some say 
that Cobb can employ nt leant seven dif¬ 
ferent methods of sliding, while Bush 
owns up to possessing not more than one. 

Kan* nr* acquainted with Cobb's abll!t> 
and they know what Schaefer con dq. and 
they will have a joyous time watching 
Moriarty nnd Hush perform this year. 

Both are bad inen to have "on." They 
seem to take chances, yet they generally 
make them. They are both young and 
far from their prime, and thay are both 
eager. 

The Tigers are getting dally lllustmted 
lessons In the art of "getting around." 
Jennings lecture* his champions and he Il¬ 
lustrates to them. There are sore limbs 
In the Tigers’ ranks. Harry Tuthill Is 
a busy man patching up bruises and 
the club will And an extra expense in 
liniments, but by the time the Tiger* 
reach homo they will have an aggregation 
30 p*r cent stronger on hoses than the 
Tigers of 1»07 and 1908. 

• s • 

Cleveland probably has no one better 
on bases than Flick, and many will say 
that Flick Is no more than a fair mun. 
He la not always the best Judge of dis¬ 
tances. although he has the speed. 

In St. Louis there Is probably no Brown 
who Is exceptionally fast on bases. There 
are some good base runners, but none 
who will startle the American League 
audiences. 

Connie Mock has "Topsy" Harts*!], al¬ 
ways good and always feared to a certain 
extent. 

George Stallings will not And a better 
man among his Highlanders than Hitl 
Chase The boy Is possessed of sped), 
and then he can Judge distances. He 
has the principal requirements. 

Jo© Cantlllon would tell you that he be¬ 
lieves "Bob" Ganlcy to he one of the fast¬ 
est men In the league In the two games 
that Washington played hero "Bobby" 
showed up to be^os big a man as ever 
when it comes to getting around. 

• • • 

Now "Jake" Beckley wns never a star 
of the past. He was a star In one re¬ 
spect. but they don’t call them stars In 
baseball. They Just d«scribo the men 
who perform antics as "a card." Ho 
"Jake 1 * may better be described as 'a 
edrd." 

There was n time when "Jake" gave 
National L**agu* audience* many enter¬ 
tainment* by hi* clever playing. But he’* 
hut k now—back among the folk* whom 
he left to go to the majors. He Is play¬ 
ing first l«ase for Kansas City. 

"Jake" was never considered more than 
a fair base runner. He was often thrown 
out on Infield whiffs that other men 
would hove reached Arst on easily. 

Often when "Jake" would be beaten to 
Arst by the boll by about four feet ho 
would turn around, stretch both hands to 
the ground and yell: 

"Slay there, ’Jake.’ old boy; stay there.’* 

And again 

"You're safe 'Jake.' I knew you could 
make It—easy. * 

And sometimes: 

"Only four out. Make ’ Now ploy It 
*af«. old fellow, don’t take too big a 
lead." 

In this way was Beckley a star on 
bases. 

• • • 

Some of the 6far hose performers In the 
old league have already been mentioned 
In above paragraphs, but while the list 
has been started, others might be told of. 

Detroit lias had several opportunities 
of seeing the Cubs in action, and it was 
when the Cubs were nigh unto being a 
perfect machine. Maybe you remernK'r 
Frank L Chance running bases. If you 
do then you have in mind on© of the best 
men tn the National league. 

Chance. Is fast. Chance can get a 
splendid lead and Chance can slid*. 

TL* n there In Mr James T. Sheckard, 
of th* same organisation. James is won¬ 
derfully fast on his feet and excellent 
on the slide. 

In the sam* family Is John Evers, king 
of the old league's second basenun. 
"Johnny” is not the speediest man on the 
Cub organisation, yet he has judgment, 
keen judgment, and It Is what has made 
a great base runner of him. 

Hunui Waqmr. probably the blggert 
man in th* National League. Is also one 
of Its best runners. "Hans" Is fa»t ard 
he Is a keen judge of distances. 

• • • 

George Brown, formerly of John Mc¬ 
Grow's Giants and Roy Thomas, center 
fielder for the Pittsburg Pirates, are con¬ 
sidered two of th* best base runners the 
National League has produced and both 
have become famous for using kid gloves 
when on bases. 

Every time Brown would reach Prot 
he would pull a pair of kid gloves out of 
his hip pocket that h* had cut the Angers 
off of. He would pull these on and then 
get down to business. Thomas docs the 


warm- thing. Both men depend much on 
si.ding und experience has taught them 
thut eliding l* hard on the hands and 
liable to hurt them permanent ly. so they 
arc not taking any chances. Where many 
Las* runners go feet first these two stars 
go hands Arst and always Alight on the 
palms. 

Go down to the minor leagues and you 
will find many men wlio are, as good 
on bases as the best of th* National and 
American league, but who for some rea¬ 
son or other haven’t the other necessary 
qualifications that the upper leagues de¬ 
mand. 

There Is "Bobby" Me Hal*, ploying out 
west now. and there ts "Jack" IV.yle, 
who at one time wore the uniform of the 
Brooklyn'S’uperba*. Both are stars and 
have great records to show. 

• • • 

tVhll* baserunners are under discussion 
and since stars of th* past have been 
mentioned with those of th© present day. 
It would 1»* unfair to pass one man who 
will live os long as baseball. And that 
one man la "King" Kelly. 

In even* profession the members thereof 
will look back on the pag*s of history 
or Into the niches of memory and think 
of sum* m*n who reached th* height of 
their profession and whoso tracks have 
lM-cn petrtAed am.I are still unfilled One 
Of these w.*« Kelly. f 

Much has been written about Kelly, but 
probably not enough will ever b© written 
about him. for tributes to his memory ar* 
due and it is work in baseball deservad 
them. 

Stories of his bascrunnlng have b*«n 
told over and over again They will sl- 
ways linger. Kelly could stand ten fe*r 
from th© b^g. give thV bas*m:in the b*U 
and could return without being touched. 
And Kelly could—but those acts, which 
show the ability of the "King," have been 
told and are kqrwn. nnd it would br 
needless to mention them h*r* Agriln. but 
It was ne« essury to mention Kelly If bss© 
runners were to be under discussion. 

Boston has some baserunners that are 
fair, but none that could be callod bril¬ 
liant Thoney is a mighty fast man. but 
Thoney can't, somehow* or other, take ad¬ 
vantage of th* opportunities that are of¬ 
fered him or that he faces 

In Chicago they depend on team work 
but have no man who they can point to 
as being above the ordinary when It 
comes to running UAses. 

And Cnntllion has "Wid” Conroy. The 
enormous leads that Conroy is able to 
secure, bigger than any other man In the 
lr-ague, uro whnt enable him to run buses 
os he does. H© is hardly ever caught- It 
a pitcher throws th* ball to first. Conroy 
bouts the ball to the bug If the pitcher 
throws the ball to the plate Conroy Is off 
for second. H* slides in such a clover 
manner that to touch him t* one of the 
hardest things a baseman has to do.

All Prisoners Will Now Be Put To 
Work Improving the Roads 
of the State. 


Atlanta. April 1.—Georgia’s convict 
tease system ended at sunrise to-day and 
hundreds of prisoners taken from mines, 
brick kilns and factories returned to the 
service of the State. 

Georgia has no penitentiary, and for 
years her convicts have been leaned The 
1,600 prisoners now will work the public 
roads. Mo#t of them are blacks of a low 
order of Intelligence, sentenced for every 
conceivable crime. 

Though shackled nnd Ironed, th* con¬ 
victs greeted the change with shouts of 
Joy Negro preacher* were at most of 
the stockades and led the blacks in their 
Impromptu praise service. Several trains 
were waiting and the prisoners were 
transferred its rapidly as possible to their 
new quarters. 

The new system. It is believed, will not 
only improve the health of tn* convicts, 
but will juistir* Georgia th* finest turn¬ 
pikes In the South.

Known Mechanic. 


SLAUGHTER OF DOGS CONTINUES

BELIEVES OWEN IS DEAD. 


John Snyder, who was a well-known me¬ 
chanic and a highly respected resident of 
Jeffersonvllle, died at his home, 216 Ohio 
avenue, that city, yesterday morning ut 
an early hour from a complication of 
maladies that affected hla heart and 
brought on dropsy.

Mr. Snyder had livod In Jeffersonville 
for more than thirty-five years ami near¬ 
ly all of the time was employed as s 
cabinetmaker at the car works when It 
was running. He was born near New' 
Middletown. Harrison county, Ind.. on 
February 7. 1»49, and when a young man 
came to New Albany, where he was em- 

J loved for some time. He then went to 
effersonviUe, where, on April 17, 1875, he 
was married to Mis* Martha Ernaitne St. 
Clare. From the time of the marriage the 
family circle we* not invaded by death 
until yesterday morning. 

Besides his wife Mr. Snyder Is sur¬ 
vived by four daughters ond two sons, 
all of whom live at home, as follows:
